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A. IN LATE JUNE, OFFICIAL SAID THE 

MIR-M AND THE FPMR HAVE "eEN HOLDING CONVERSATIONS WHICH WILL 
EVENTUALLY LEAD TO BOTH GROUPS UNDERTAKING JOINT ACTIONS, ALTHOUGH 
KEEPING THE ORGANZATIONS INDEPENDENT. THE OFFICIAL SAID BOTH THE 
FPMR AND MIR AGREE THAT THE TARGETS FOR MILITARY ACTIONS IN CHILE AT 
THIS TIME SHOULD BE THOSE THAT STRIKE AT THE ECONOMIC BASE AND CREATE 
A CLIMATE OF- TERROR. THIS WOULD RESULT FROM RANDOM ACTS OF TERRORISM 
SUCH AS BOMBINGS OF STORES, RESTAURANTS AND OTHER PUBLIC FACILITIES. 
SMALL SCALE ATTACKS AGAINST MILITARY AND GOVERNMENT INSTALLATIONS 
HAVE NOT BEEN RULED OUT BUT THERE WILL BE NO LARGE SCALE ACTIONS 
AGAINST MILITARY FORCES. ACCORDING TO THE OFFICIAL, THE MIR SUPPORTS 
A RHYTHM OF STEADY, LOW LEVEL TERRORIST ATTACKS THAT WILL WEAR DOWN 
THE 

REGIME AND WILL AVOID CARRYING OUT SPECTACULAR ATTACKS . THE MIR ALSO 
SUPPORTS DAYTIME POWER BLACKOUTS WHICH THEY FEEL WOULD PROBABLY CAUSE - 
GREATER DISRUPTION. 
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
